Hauirax (N. S.,), May 29.—[By the 
Associated Press.] The Echo this 
evening says: It seems that matters 
on the so-called French shore on the 
western coast of Newfoundland are 
rapidly approaching a crisis. In conse- 
quence of the action of the command- 
ing officer of the French warship at 
Bay St. George in requiring the inhab- 
itants to take up their nets, the people 
have refused to recognize the right to 
levy a duty and say it cannot be main- 
tained. The return of duties illegally 
imposed for the last thirty years was 
also recently discussed by a meeting of 
indignant people numbering nearly 
one thousand. 

A Bay St. George correspondent 
gays: The commander ot the French 
warship Indre ordered the inhabitants 
to take up their herring nets. The 


people refused. The French officers 
then came armed and took up the nets, 
8 some of them. The people 
applied to a local magistrate, estab- 
lished by the St. John Govern- 
ment on the coast, for protection. 
He informed them that he was power- 
less to lend them any assistance. The 
herring fishery is one of the principal 
means of livelihood of the people, and 
their prevention from prosecuting that 
occupation means complete ruin to 
them. Resolutions were telegraphed 
tothe Governor at St. Johns, and the 
Emerald has been ordered to proceed 
to the scene, ready for action.

I am very 
sorry she left me without an exnlana- 
tion.

SANTA BARBARA

ganizing a New Company to

Pacific Road. 


The board of directors of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce held its regular 
weekly meeting yesterday afternoon at 
8 o’clock, with C. M. Wells in the 
chair. 

Several matters of importance came 
up, among which was a communica- 
tion from Santa Barbara, which was 
read by Maj. Jones. The communica- 
tion is to the effect that while Presi- 
dent Huntington of the Southern Pa- 
cific was in that city he informed the 
citizens that it would be impossible for 
his company to think about the const 
line extension this year.

The 
Santa Barbara people propose to build 
a road of their own trom Los Angeles 
to San Francisco in case the Southern 
Pacitic will not complete the coast line 
atonce.

ABOUT THE MILFORD EXTENSION 


A Salt Lake Report and a San 
Diego Comment Theréon— 
The Coast Line 
Again. 


Ex-Mayor Workman has just re- 
tarned from San Francisco, where he 
met President Adams of the Union 
Pacific, who, with several high officials 
of his company, is making a tour of 
this coast. Mr. Workman confirms the 
rumor which was first given in these 
columns, to the effect thatthe Santa 
Fé and Union Pacific have joined 
bands, and that the Union Pacific will 
complete the Atlantic and Pacific road 
from Mojave to San Francisco. 

Mr. Adams stated that he is coming 
to this coast as soon as possible, and 
he proposes to get business, if he has to 
fight for it. With the Santa Fé and 
the Union Pacific working together, 
things ought to boom on this coast. 
President Adams will probably be 
down here next week. Will make a 
thorough inspection of the country, 
— will be in this neighborhood some 


days.

As each recurring Memorial day 
comes rolling round with the unending 
cycle of Time, the patriotic citizen of 
the Republic turns instinctively, and 
with reverent and grateful heart, to 
again consider the origin of the day, 
the reason for its observance, and to 


2.00 | bless anew the memory of tho silent 


host gone before, by whose valor and 
sublime devotion the Union was saved 
and the Government preserved. 

The story of that mighty conflict, 
and of the men who died therein that 
liberty might survive und free govern- 
ment endure, is the most marvelous 
story in all the annals of time. It is 
only when we come to consider the 
long conflict in some of its details and 
results that we can even begin to com- 
prehend its vast and far-reaching 
character. When we enter the 
domain of statistics and look at aggre- 
gates, showing the mighty host who 
took the field on the Union side, show- 
ing the losses in battle and by disease 
during the war, and the vast losses 
since the war from the effect of 
wounds received and disease in- 
curred in the service, the mind is ap- 
palled. It is next to impossible for it 
to fully grasp the immense facts which 


these pregnant statistics convey. 


The war figures recently compiled by 
the Commissioner of Pensions, and 
which were reproduced in detail by us 
yesterday, tell a story, the like of 
which the annals of the world do not 
record. Glance at some of the tre- 
mendous aggregates: 

The whole number of soldiers en- 
listed during the war for the Union 
reached the enormous number of 
2,213,365. The number who fell in bat- 
tle and died from other casualties, 
and who succumbed to disease, 
up to July 1, 1865, was 364,116. 
The number of honorably-dis- 
charged survivors at that date 
was 1,702,069. The number of 
honorably discharged survivors at the 
same date, who were subject to the 
usual laws of mortality, was 1,116,069. 
The number who, because of wounds 
and other disabilities, were subject to 
a higher rate of mortality, equal to 


twelve years’ shortening of the expect- 


ation of life, was 586,000. The esti- 
mated total number who will survive, 
July 1, 1890, is 1,246,089; of which 
grand total the Commissioner esti- 
mates that 831,089 are probably subject 
to the ordinary life tables, and 415,000 
are subject to a greater death rate. 
The number of survivors borne on the 
pension rolls, January 1, 1890, is given 
at 378,102; while the number not on the 
pension rolls at that date is put at 
872,987.

The President at Cleveland to Join 
in Memorial Services. . 


CLEVELAND (O.) May 29 
Associated Press.] The President ar- 
rived this afternoon and received a 
salute of twenty-one guns. , The wg! 


during the next six years at least 200,- 
000 of the surviving veterans of the 
war will die; that during the next 
twelve years at least 450,000 will have 
died; and that during the next eigh- 
teen years at least 720,000 will have 
joined the great bivouac of the dead. 

The most novel and striking result 
reached by Gen. Raum, however, after 
having ued the subject into the 
records of death which the public 
archives contain, and after careful 
study in connection with the accepted 
life tables, is his conclusion that each 
of over half a million veterans now 
living, namely, 586,000, will yet yield 
up twelve years of their lives on ac- 
count of the wear and hardship of 
‘field service. That is to say, the 
reasonable expectation of life on the 


part of this number of survivors has, | Ku 


when judged by the statistics of those 
who have already passed beyond, been 
shortened by twelve years. 


What an appalling story does this 


tell! Nearly four hundred thousand 
soldiers and sailors dead in battle and 
by disease during the conflict, and the 
lives of nearly six hundred thousand 
of the survivors shortened by twelve 
years each! Or, reducing the 
shortened lives to years, the sum total 
amounts to the grand aggregate of 
7,082,000 years! Itis anovel and start- 
ling view of the disastrous effects of 
the war upon human life, not only the 
lives of the vast army who fell during 
the conflict and who have since died of 
wounds and disease, but also upon the 
lives of a large percentage of the sur- 
vivors. These tremendous facts illus- 
trate yet further the costly nature of 
the struggle. and show how or is 
the Union preserved. 


Compared with the most tremendous 
efforts made and the.mightiest results 
achieved in the great war of history, 
the American rebellion stands in the 
very fore front. In extent of resources 


operations; in numbers of men and 
masses of materiel; in losses in battle; 
on the stake fought for and in results 
achieved, the conflict waged for the 
preservation of the Union stands out, 
and will forever stand out in history, 
as among the greatest wars of man- 


kind. The conflict differed essentially ~ 


from all those that have gone before. 
It was not a conflict waged to exalt 
despots or to perpetuate despotism, nor 
to aggrandize personal power; not a 
war of conquest, but a war for the 
corservation of republican institutions; 
a war to preserve and perpetuate that 
which our revolutionary sires had 
handed down to their sons; a war to 
preserve liberty in the great Republic, 
the hope of the world. 


A quarter of a century has come and 
gone since the last armed foe laid 
down his sword and acknowledged the 
power, the majesty and the beneficence 
of the Union. Peace has come. The 
red and smoky line ot battle has long 
since receded in the dim distance. The 
trampled and shot-torn battlefields of 
the war are green with grass, or be- 
spangled with flowers. The husband- 
man has renewed his labors; industry 
has resumed her beneficent sway; 
prosperity has returned; the scars of 
the war have disappeared; the country 
is prosperous and happy. The honored 
dead, who feel that the Republic might 
live and her sons possess the joys of 
freedom and the pride of independ- 
ence, sleep in their honored graves. 
They have sacred sepulture, some 
on the red field of war where“ 
they fell, some in unknown graves 
on the Rappabannock and around the 
capital which they defended; some in 


peerless Arlington, the Mecca of the | and 


of the far South; some in churchyards 
of the North and West; some on our 
own Pacific Slope. But, wherever they 
sleep, the graves of these patriot sol- 
diers are honored by their gratefal 
countrymen. They sleep a long, 
dreamless sleep; their memories fixed 
in the hearts of their countrymen; 
their souls, let us trust, with God. 
No sounds of war disturb their sweet 
repose; no blare of trampet nor blast 
of bugle, nor rattle of drum, nor roar 
of artillery, nor crash of musketry, nor 
tramp of charging squadron, nor scream 
of shell, nor shriek of wounded, nor 
moan of dying shall evermore disturb 
their peaceful rest. Fighting under 
its resplendent banner, they died for 
the Republic, and so dying, made 
themselves immortal. We may speak 
their praises, we may exalt their vir- 
tues, we may deify their patriotism, 
we may attempt to tell the story of 
their valor and their matchless 
achievements, we may declare sublime 
their deaths, but words are weak and 
human testimony inadequate to do 
them justice. What they did there on 
the battlefields of the Rebellion 
transcends description. They offered 
up the ultimate sacrifice, the last sac- 
rifice the citizen can offer for 
his fellows and his country. 
They performed the supreme act 
which makes their everlasting 
monument; they died for their country! 
They made their lives immortal, their 
deaths sublime. Their great deeds 
make their own and the Nation’s 
proudest monument.

He used his right freely, but 
fell short, while McCarthy planted 
some good left-handers in the big fel-

whom he upper-cut and countered 
with both hands.

Fourth round—Fitzsimmons landed 
right and left on his small but game 
opponent’s head, and nearly knocked 
him out by free " upper-cuttin in Me- 
Carthy’s mouth. McCarthy was 
knécked down again and the — ot the 
round found him unable to stop the big 
man’s blows, Who was winding himself 
by the force of his two-handed punches 
in McCarthy’s mouth. 

Fifth round—Two handed body 
blows at close quarters, diversified — 
some long drivers from the Newzea- 
lander, punished McCarthy badly, but 
he made a couple of good stops, and 
the Newzealander seemed to be suf- 
fering ut the end of the round. 

Sixth round—Fitzsimmons ham- 
mered McCarthy at long range, com- 


pelling the Australian to close and 


clinch, McCarthy twice tried a pivot 
„ and once landed fairly on the 
Newzsal ander cheek, but the lanky 
antipodean refused to be dazed. 

Seventh round — Fitzsimmons re- 
newed his tactics of driving for Me- 
Carthy’s head with both hands in 
quick succession. McCarthy was badly 
punished about the face, while Fitz- 
simmons had not a mark. 

Eighth round—McCartby tried 
ly to land a telling blow on his tall — 
ponent’s neck, while the latter con- 
tinued to drive his left into McCarthy’s 
mouth, which was bleeding profusely, 
following it by right-handers on the 
ear.

IRRIGATION MATTERS. 


Mal. Powell Indignant —Vandever’s 
Arid-lands Bill. 
WASHINGTON, May 29.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.] Senator Stewart’s 
resolution calling upon the Secretary 
of the Interior to give reasons why 
money appropriated for irrigation has 
been used by Maj. Powell for topog- 
raphy, the matter, it is claimed, hav- 
ing no bearing upon the question of 
irrigation, has caused Powell to be- 
come indignant. He now declares in 
an interview that he is fighting a com- 
bination of speculators backed by 
$5,000,000, who are attempting to secure 
public lands and irrigating waters. 
Chairman Vandever of the House 
Committee on Arid Lands has intro- 
duced a bill which, it is understood, 
will be favorably reported. It provides 
for continuance of the irrigation sur- 
vey under Powell, the segregation of 
irrigable districts, etc. The districts 
will include the entire catchment area 
upon which each depends for its sup- 
ply. The States and Territories must 
enact laws to curry out the purposes 
for which the districts are organized, 
The districts are to elect five irrigation 
commissioners each, as well as superin- 
tendents of forestry, pasturage and ir- 
rigation. Individuals can acquire only 
forty acres of irrigable land under the 
homestead law, but coal, mineral and 
townsite laws epply as heretofore in 
the arid region. Users of water must 
pay their proper share of the cost of 
constructing irrigation works. All 
i of th ral 
remain. in possession o s genera 
Goverment. Irrigation works can be 
constructed, however, under regula- 
} tions and laws established by the com- 
missioners in accordance with the laws 
of the State or Territory in which the 
district is located, if not in conflict 
with this act. All timber, water and 
pasturage within the limits of an irri- 
gation district is to be set apart for the 
benefit of the district, and can only be

Johnson and Lincoln practiced law, 
and so did Pierce, Tyler, Filmore, 
Martin Van Buren, Andrew Jackson 
and James Buchanan. Buchanan made 
$938 the first year he practiced, and ten 
ears later he bad run his fees up to 
11,000 a year. He dropped the law 
when he got into politics, and this is 
the case with some of the public 
men of today. John Sherman was 
admitted to the bar at 21. 
He studied law in his brother’s office, | 
the little town of Mansfield, O., and 
rrowed $50 to go to Columbus to be 


admitted to practice before the Su- 


reme Court. When he came back his 
brother took him into partnership, aud 


the two had a very fair collection pusi- 
ness. John was soon able to save $500 
@ year, and these savings, well in- 
vested, formed the foundation of bis 
fortune. It was about ten years after 
this that he was elected to Congress, 
and dropped his practice. He has not 
taken it up since, and isa sta esman, 
pure and simple. 


It is different with other members 
of the Senate. Isaw George F. Ed- 
muuds shaking the few locks of his 
bald head and spouting out an argu- 
ment at the rate of $10 a word in the 
Supreme Court yesterday. He is suid 
to make $50,000 a year at the law, and 
l don’t doubtit. William M. Evarts 
makes five times as much as Chief 
Justice Fuller out of his law practice, 
and Senator Mitchel! of Oregon bas 
scores of gilt-edged cases from the 
Northwest before the Supreme Court. 
He charges for all of them and 
does not act like Alexander H. Ste- 
phens, who used to try the cases of his 
constituents for nothing. Both Clay 
and Webster got good fees for all they 
did, and a United States Senator once 
told me that Webster used to take fees 
for 1 * on oue side or the 
other of the bills which came before 
the Senate. He made lots of money, 
but saved none, and was in debt all 


the time he was in Washington. The 


fees of that time were nothing in com- 
parison with this, and Ben Butler and 
rge F. Edmunds make tens of 
thousands where the statesmen of the 
t made one. Hamilton made 
10,000 a year on an average, it is said, 
and William Wirt thought he was 
doing well when his yearly fees 
amounted to $6000. Alexander Stephens 
got single fees of $20,000. and it is said 
that Aaron Burr made $40,000 out of a 
single case. Roscoe Conkling received 
acash retainer of $50,000 for advocat- 
sng the interests of the Apollinaris 
ater Company before Secretary Fol- 
ger, and Benjamin H. Bristow received 
$5000 for a short speech on the bill or- 
nizing the Bureau of Engraving and 
ting, some years ago. 


A number of ex-cabinet ministers 
are now practicing law here. Their 
high standing gives them a wonderful 
influence in the departments, and they 
can get immense fees for their work be- 
fore the House and Senate committees. 
Ex-Secretary George Boutwell has been 
practicing here for some 2 Atty.- 
Gen. Garland has an office here, and 
ex-Secretary Belknap has a good prac- 
tice. Ex-Congressmen as lawyers are 
as many as the leaves in Valombrosa, 
and ex-Senators are everywhere. 
Joseph E. McDonald is a regular prac- 
titioner in the Washington courts 
and at the Capitol. Jeremiah 
Wilson, once a member from Indiana, 
makes $50,000 a year as a Washington 
lawyer, and the fee of Judge Shella- 
barger, who was a noted Ohio Con- 

essman in the sixties, amount to ten 

Imes a congressman’s salary. Phil 
Thompson of Kentucky is practicing 
in Washington, and as for ex-bureau 
Jawyers you will find them by the doz- 
eons. I understand that Ben Butter- 
worth will drop the unprofitable field 
of politics to go into the more profit- 
able one of the law at the close of his 
term, and be could if he would havea 
bigger patent business than any other 
man in the country. 


Of the lawyers now in the United 
States Senate Dan Voorhees is perhaps 
the best in criminal cases. Of the 
murderers among his clients none have 
ever been hung, and he can bring the

Tom Reed studied law while he was 
teaching school in California, and he 
would have been a rich man if he had 
stuck to the practice. Leland Stan- 
furd once told me that he made $1200 
the first year that he practiced law in 
Wisconsin. He had one of the finest 
law libraries of the Northwest and 
was doing well when a fire broke out 
and ate up this and the thir- 
teen mor es which then con- 
tained the bulk of his accumu- 
lations. The result was that 
he was reduced to $800, and rather 
than rebuild he decided to go to Cali- 
fornia, Hethere became involved in 
business and railroads, and instead of 
being a rich Wisconsin lawyer he has 
become the hundred millionaire United 
States Senator. Senator Ingalls studied 
law in Massachusetts, and as soon as 
he was admitted to the bar started to 
Kanaas with 870 in his inside pocket. 
He opened an office near Atchison.

Senator Ingalls’s office furniture re- 
calls a story which Senator Mitchell 
told me about his 8 * experi- 
ences in Oregon. Mitchell had just $5 
in his pocket when he reached Port- 
land, but he registered at the hotel as 
though he was a millionaire and en- 
gaged rooms whieh cost him $20 a 
werk. He rented a little eight-by-ten 
office which had no furniture what- 
ever in it, and he spent his $5 fora 
volume of the Statutes of Oregon, and 
this constituted his whole library. He 
found he could get trusted for his 
board aud his rent, but he was at a loss 
as to furniture. A friend of his gave 
him two chairs, and he went to a car- 
penter and asked him to make a table 
for him on tick. The 
coolly replied that 
not do business that way, and 
Mitchell finally obtained the use of a 
desk in the adjoining office. He put 
out his shingle, and at the end of that 
year he had twenty-six out of the fifty- 
two cases that came before the court. 
His practice grew steadily, and citi- 
zens of Portland tell me that he was 
soon making $40,000 a year. He had 
one client, Ben Halliday, who paid 
him $10,000 a year for a number of 

ears, and he still makes some of the 

iggest fees of the country. 


One of Mitchell’s first cases became 
famous in Oregon as the Goose case.“ 
A poor German owned four geese 
which were killed by a wealthy but 
unscrupulous citizen of Portland. The 
German retained Mitchell and the 
wealthy man employed Laundelet 
Williams. The damages claimed were 
$20, but the rich man by perjuring 


himself got a verdict in bis 
favor. The German was in 
despair, but Senator Mitchell, 


knowing the character of the rich 
defendant, advised his client to take a 
back seat in the leading saloon of the 
place that night, to see if the man 
would not acknowledge that he had 
shot the geese in the presence of wit- 
nesses, and if he did so to note their 
names. It turned out as he thought. 
The rich man made a night of 
it, and celebrated his victory by 
treating his friends, He told them 
that he had shot the Dutchman’s geese, 
but “that blanked little Pittsburgh 
lawyer of a Mitchell couldn't prove it.“ 
Upon this Mitchell demanded a new 
trial and won the case. The rich man 
carried it to the Supreme Court, and 
Mitchell again won, and the result was 
that the man had to pay for the \geese 
and to foot a bill of $400 for the costs. 
The geese thus cost $105 apiece. 


Nearly all the southern Senators are 
‘lawyers. The late Senator Beck had a 
good practice in Kentucky before he 
came to Congress, and Blackburn can 
make a splendid speech before a jury. 
Bate of Tennessee was practicing in 
Nashville, and left his law office for 
the United States Senate, and Gov. 
Vance is one of the leading lawyers of 
North Carolina. Butlercomes from a 
family of lawyers and he studied in 
the office of his uncle, the Hon. A. P. 
Butler. Senator Eustis of Louisiana 
is a graduate of the Harvard Law 
School, and he has been for years pro- 
fessor of civil law iu the University of 
Louisiana. He comes of a very 
rich family, and he has a number of 
noted lawyers among his ancestors. 
Senator Gibson is also a lawyer, and

supposed it to be thousands of dollars, 
and tbe truth is that Evarts did the 
work for nothing. Zach Chandler, 
who was then chairman of the Repub- 
lican National Committee, called upon 
him and asked him to take charge and 
select his own assistants. He then 
asked him what be would charge, say- 
ing that the Republican committee was 
poor, and it could not offer him a very 
large retainer. Evarts replied that, as 
the matter was a public oné, he would 
make no charge, and Mr. Chandler 
told him be must at least aliow him 
to pay his hotel expenses. He 
was at Washington at the time 
Chandler came to see him, and was 
stopping at Wormley’s Hotel. He re- 
mained thirty days to try the case, and 


his bill for this time amounted to 
$500, as be had had a number of 
friends to dinner. This was presented 
to the National Committee, but 
Chandler was not present, and it was 
not honored. When Evarts was told 
this he said he would pay the bill him- 
self,and he did so. Zach Chandler 
wanted to make it right, but Evarts 
would not hear of it, and the result 
was that he got $500 less than 1 
for making one of the greatest lega 
arguments of history. 


One of the most constant practition- 
ers before the Supreme Court at Wash- 
ington is Ben Butler, and he probably 
makes more money there than any 
other lawyer in the country. He does 
an immense amount of thank-you 
business, and is always assisting some 

young Man or some poor woman 
or nothing. Not long ago the boy of 
one of the brightest widows of the 
Interior Department was seriously 
injured in a railroad acci- 
dent. The accident was due 
to the carelessness of the officials, and 
the railroad company was asked to 
make some compensation. This they 
refused to do, and the woman was in 
despair. She called upon Ben Butler 
at his office here and stated hér case. 
He took it, tried it for her and got her 
heavy damages, and would not accept 
one cent of pay. This is an instance 
that came under — personal vision, 
but it is only a sample of many others 
of which I have heard. 

It was the same with Roscoe Conk- 
ling. He charged the millionaires, but 
he worked for nothing for the poor. A 
highly-cultured widow of Wasbington 
whose property was tied up and was 
being unjustly appropriated by others 
through a supposed lege! technicality, 
met Mr. Conkling in New York and 
presented her case. He offered to 
take it up, but she told him sage could 
not pay him. In the gentlest manner, 
Mr. Conkling told her be would do it 
for nothing, and he then set the ma- 
chinery of law in motion which gave 
her back her little fortune. It did not 
cost ber a cent.
